MINNESOTA ROAD PLAN 


T hat Minnesota has a road plan in advance of many other 
states is evident from a study of the address Riven by Secretary 
of A g r i c u l t u r e VV. M. Jardine before the annual meeting of the 
American Association of State Highway officials at Pinehurst, 
N. C., November 9. 
Mr. Jardine pointed out three obstacles which stand in the 
way of the most efficient use of available road funds and the com­ 
pletion of the federal progiam, in some states. 
Not one of these 
obstacles exists in Minnesoia. 
After discussing the great advance made in road building 
through research and application of scientific management during 
the test decade. Mr. Jardine said: 
“Not all the exact informa­ 
tion ii is possible to obtain, however, will suffice to provide an 
orderly and systematic improvement of the main roads in the 
s t a t e s which still rely upon the financial assistance of the coun­ 
ties to carry out the state program. Certainly there has been ex- 
ptidence enough to prove that complete connection of main arte­ 
ries is practically impossible so long as there is dependence upon 
comity financing.” 
One of the primary conceptions of the federal aid plan, Mr. 
Jardine said, was to expedite the completion of an adequate sys­ 
tem of interstate highways. 
“it is my feeling that the progress rn the completion of trans­ 
continental roads is gratify ng, but do not lose sight of the fact 
that the lack of transstate routes in the agricultural states of the 
Mississippi Valley is not in keeping with the development, east 
and west, in specific states this condition is brought about more 
largely by the feature referred to above, that is, dependence upon 
county financing, than upon any lock of need of such roads or lack 
of Response on the part of the State Highway departments.** 
In Minnesota the LJ. S. numI end routes are all kept rn shape 
for good going, from one; state line to the o th e r . 
Nearly all the 
central western states except Minnesota depend on the counties 
for financing primary roads. 
Minnesota is also recognized as 
having one of the' best state wide maintenance systems in the 
I nion. 
th M. Babcock, Minnesota Commissioner of Highways and a 
former president oi the association, attended this meeting.

“Although the pedestrian has the right of way at the inter 
section, thousand, of motorists will dash nj) to the corner ami 
count on a horn signal frightening the pedestrian out of his lega 
rights. 
It gives motor dom a reputation for selfishness and dis 
courtesy and the elimination of this one form of noise would go 
an enormous way in healing the breach that exists between car 
owner and the non-motorist.”

Mr. Jardine pointed out three obstacles which stand in the 
way of the most efficient use of available road funds and the com­ 
pletion of the federal program, in some states. 
Not one of these 
obstacles exists in Minnesota. 
• After discussing the great advance made in road building 
through research and application of scientific management during 
the last decade, Mr. Jardine said: 
“Not all the exact informa­ 
tion it is possible to obtain, however, will suffice to provide an 
orderly and systematic improvement of the main roads in the 
states which still rely upon the financial assistance of the coun­ 
ties to carry out the slate program. Certainly there has been ex­ 
perience enough to prove that complete connection of main arte­ 
ries is practically impossible so long as there is dependence upon 
county financing.” 
One of the primary conceptions of the federal aid plan, Mr. 
Jardine said, was to expedite the completion of an adequate sys 
tem of interstate highways. 
“It is my feeling that the progress in the completion of trans­ 
continental roads is gratifying, but do not lose sight of the fact 
that the lack of transstate routes in the agricultural states of the 
Mississippi Valley is not in keeping with the development, east 
and west. In specific states this condition is brought about more 
largely by the feature referred to above, that is, dependence upon 
county financing, than upon any lack of need of such roads or lack 
of response on the part of the State Highway departments.” 
In Minnesota the U. S. numbered routes are all kept in shape 
for good going, from one slate line to the other. 
Nearly all the 
central western states except Minnesota depend on the counties 
for financing primary roads. 
Minnesota is also recognized as 
having one of the best state wide maintenance systems in the 
Union. 
C. M. Babcock, Minnesota Commissioner of Highways and a 
former president of the association, attended this meeting. 
It

Pavement Celebration.

Murphy as he is known by his inti­ 
mate friends is a good County H igh­ 
way Engineer just like he is a good 
hunter and a teller of thrilling h u n t­ 
ing, experiences which take a person 
from the far north Alaska to Africa, 
through all parts of Canada and the 
United States.

Mr. Peterson„said that he shot the 
wolf when it was running sideways 
to him at a distance of about 80 
rods. 
Two shots brought it down. 
Discussion of wolves lead to the 
question which is inevitably to be 
broached when discussing wolf hu n t­ 
ing and wolves with a man who 
knows the haunts aud habits of this 
wild animal, “ Will a wolf attack a 
man ?”
